As a result, special 
districts were then in operation to 
carry on the services normally con- 
sidered city functions. These dist- 
ricts for the most part survived the 
incorporation of the city, with the 
result that Menlo Park as a city 
does not provide many municipal 
functions for its citizens. 
“Only a few years ago, the city 
council initiated the withdrawal of 
the city from the Menlo Park light- 
ing district and absorbed within its 
own tax rate the cost of street light- 
ing. But Menlo Park does not, as 
do our neighbors Palo Alto and Red- 
wood City, operate its own fire de- 
partment, sewage collection and dis- 
posal system, or its public library. 
Instead, these operations are gov- 
erned by independently _ elected 
boards, 
“Special districts have certain 
great advantages. Where the 
boundaries of a city are too lim- 
ited to enable it to operate a ser- 
- vice economically and effectively, 
‘ @ special district encompassing a 
‘ much greater territory may be 

able to do so. Where a problem 
’ is area-wide and calls for the co- 
~ operation of two or more cities, 

a special district also may be the 
‘ logical agent to handle the job. 

“One disadvantage of special dis- 
tricts is lack of coordination of op- 
erations. I think we do. not have 
much of a problem in this respect 
in Menlo Park, for the executive 
officers of the city and various 
special districts have been in close 
contact with each other. Our city 
council should urge that these con- 
tacts be made regularly. 

“The chief weakness of govern- 
ment by special districts is, in my 
opinion, the lack of common fiscal 
policy. Our funds are derived large- 
ly from the same taxpayers, but 
each of our bodies draws up its bud- 
get in complete ignorance as to the 
problems, policies and standards of 
the others. One district may be 
subject to a severe financial strain 
that might justify in the overall 
picture a substantial tax rate in- 

crease, another may decide that a 
certain expenditure would be fairly 
desirable and raise its tax rate on 
that account, while a third district 
may be cutting to the bone in. ord- 
er to conserve the taxpayers’ mon-

A WELCOME SAFETY MEASURE 


The Menlo Park police department is conducting an edu- 
cation campaign pointing out the dangers—and fcolhardiness 
—of jaywalking and other unsafe practices of pedestrians. 

We say more power to the department. 


It always has been somewhat of a mystery to us why more 
pedestrians in Menlo Park have not been observed untangling 
their persons from automobile fenders. Maybe Lady Luck 
smiles upon them because, in Menlo Park’s peculiar traffic 
system, they are fair victims, and yet there are few casualties. 

_ There are a couple of reasons for this particular hazard. 
One is the pedestrian himself and a bit of observation along 
El Camino Real‘at any time of the day will bear this out. 
Crossing this busy highway between intersections is a common 
practice and the typical Menlo Park foot traveler has become 
adept at leaping and dodging. 

He has to be, and there is pointed up the second reason 
for the pedestrian’s vulnerability. 

He must learn to be quick about it even when crossing the 
highway in a marked crosswalk where, by law, he has the 
right-of-way. Usually, he is permitted to use such crosswalks 
at the pleasure of the motorist, as is shown every day at the 
Oak Grove avenue and Menlo avenue intersections. Ped- 
estrian right-of-way means little to most drivers. 

There has been, we are glad to note, a measure of enforce- 
ment of this right-of-way. Seldom does a week pass without 
Citations of motorists being listed in the traffic arrest report 
on the RECORDER’S editorial page. 

This situation is peculiar to Menlo Park. Comparatively 
few cities have as a major business district street a section of 

U.S. Highway 101, one of the most heavily traveled in the 
state. With traffic approaching on six lanes—and many 
motorists regarding “ECR” as more of a through highway than 
a business thoroughfare—the pedestrian has a problem on his 
hands. 

Fortunately this problem will be largely overcome when 
the new traffic signals at the Oak Grove and Valparaiso-Glen- 
wood crossings go into operation. The heavily-used Oak Grove 
crosswalks no longer will offer a dare to the foot traveler who 


escapes picking up a fender by an eyelash. . No longer will? 


he have to be expert at the running broad jump or quick hop 
and skip. 

Some attention to the pedestrian’s illegal habits thus will 

. be a fine thing. Any foolishness on his part, such as walking 

against a light, crossing at other than an intersection or mark- 
ed crosswalk, failure to watch for vehicles and stepping into 
a street from between parked cars may bring a written warn- 
ing from the police. 

As the police warning notice states: 

It is your life we are trying to save.’

Of Social Security: 


It is not necessary to be wholly 
or permanently “retired” to get re- 
tirement payments under the Old- 
Age and Survivors insurance. sys 
tem, according to Edward J. Foley, 
maiager of the San Mateo social se~ 
curity office. i 

The numbers of people coming 
into his office confused on this 
point prompted him to make this 
explanation. 


“Actually,” he pointed out, “the 
new social security law makes it 
possible for insured people 65 and 
over to collect retirement benéfits 
while still earning up to $50.00 per 
month on covered jobs. 


The old limit of $14.99 was chang- 
ed on. last September 1. The $50.00 
limit does not apply to people age 
75 or over.” 

The law is simply that a person 
between 65 and 75 years of age 
cannot collect benefits for any 
month in which he earns more 
than $50.00 from werk covered 
by sacial seeurity. No amount. of 
earnings or income from sources 
will affect his right to benefits, 
Insured people age 75 or over can 

collect even though working fylf 
time on jobs covered by social se- 
curity, or, for that matter, any job. 

Another important point remem- 
ber is that anyone now age 65 or Ov- 
er very likely is. insured if he has 
worked as much as a year and a 
half, at any time since January 
1937, on social security, that is in 
covered jobs.

Meanwhile, a list of some of the 
projects undertaken by the institute 
during 1950 indicates the scope of 
its operations:

Old curtains and draperies may 
often--be used as the means for 
decorating windows, if they lend 
themselves to new color by dyeing 
or simple trimming like fringe or 
ruffle. 

If old draperies are worn and 
cannot be dyed, they can frequent- 


‘ly-be. turned inside out and used 


again. This is particularly true of 
vélvet, velveteen or corduroy. Cot- 
ton fabrics, such as homespun or 
muslin..types, can be dyed readily. 

Remnants will often yield enough 
material to utilize for trimming, 
too. Check over old formals, feed 
sacks, old sheer curtains or pieces of 
materials picked up at sales. Com- 
bined cleverly with what you have 
in the way of draperies or curtains, 
you can come up with good win- 
dow treatments. 

Do your planning of the new proj- 
ect witha flair, and don’t get side- 
tracked with an easier but less 
effective way of doing the job once 
you’re in the midst of it. Some 


effects planned have to be carried 
out with good workmanship and 
care, if they are to be effective, 
so: plan to give these the utmost in 
attention to detail. 

If you don’t want to re-do the 
whole room, choose a window treat- 
ment that will not make the walls 
and furnishings look too shabby, 
and thus.force you to go further in 


your .efferts at decoration.

“Use Fringe, Ruffles 
On Old Draperies 


Fringe trimming can be used in 
both modern and traditional rooms. 
It’s ‘an excellent way to trim old 
drapes and curtains, because of its 
easy application. . 

You may have fringe from an old 
pair of drapes that can be dyed to 
suit your new scheme. It may also 
be purchased in different colors. 
Use matching or contrasting fringe 
for any of the following suggestions. 

An old pair of turned draperies 
can be treated to a fringe decora- 
tion in ‘‘V”’ formation, using three 
rows of fringe coming just about 
at the center of the drape. If dyed 
to a bright shade that contrasts 
nicely with the drapes, this can be 
effective. . 

If your room is modern in con- 
ception, you can uS- any plain ma- 
terial for draperies, the more tex- 
tured the fabric, the better. Add 
narrow fringe to the draperies in 
graduated rows, starting with one 
row at the top, followed several 
inches lower with two rows, then 
three and four rows. 

Fringe may also be used as the 
edging on coarse net curtains. This 
is especially good on single win- 
dows such as you would find in a 
hall, dinette or bathroom. For 
washable curtains, simply baste the 
fringe on, or sew it to a strip of 
snaps such as you might use for 
attaching a cover to the dressing 
table. Remove the fringe before 
laundering and then snap it on 
again after the curtains are clean. 

Ruffies don’t even have to be of 
the same material as the curtains 
to which they’re attached. Another 
nice idea to know in this respect 
is that two different materials can 
be used to ruffle trim the same 
window.

For kitchen or bathroom, use &

half curtain. All the ruffles can be 
dyed in darker or lighter shades 
of the same color, yellow, green, 
pink or blue. 

For a narrow row of kitchen win- 
dows, here’s a neat idea: Using 
two kinds of material, one of print 
and the other of plain material 
that contrasts well with the pre- 
dominant color of the print, make 
two rows of ruffles and hang at 
the top. Use the print on top of the 
plain, 

Old sheeting is excellent to use 
for ruffles, as described above, 
for it can be dyed any color to 
match the printed cloth which is 
picked from a remnant counter or 
is left from an old cotton bedspread 
or drapes. 

For dining or living rooms, you 
can make old sheer curtains look 
double or triple their original val- 
ue simply by adding rows of ruffle 
to panel curtains. Then dye the 
whole. panel with the ruffles the 
same ‘shade, something which will 
go well in the room. 

Sheer and panel curtains in con- 
trasting shades can be used on the 
same windows. The panel curtains 
may be light in shade, while the 
sheer curtains, hung over them ‘in 
the manner of draperies, could be 
the darker color, Both sets of curs 
tains should be full to give a lux- 
urious look to the windows. 


Striped wallpaper in a’room fre- 
quently gives rise to a curtain 
problem. Solve it easily by using 
white sheer curtains tied back with 
a tailored bow. Use'a cornice over 
the curtains, with a tailored bow 
at the center. Cornice and tiebacks 
may match-the stripe in. the wall- 
paper. 

Use Feed Sacks 
For Curtains | 

Feed sacks offer excellent cur- 
tain material because their . tex- 
tures are so interesting, .and the 
fabric source so economical. ye 
them into the desired color, and 
use one of the following treatments 
for them. — . 

Using two or three feed sacks 
for each side of the curtain, de- 
pending on the length of the wins 
dow, stitch them together and place 
a ruffle of feed sack or other ma- 
terial at each seaming. These 
should be of the same color. 

For informal rooms, such .as 
dens, play rooms or nurseries, plan 
to use sacks dyed in. several col- 
ors to give a rainbow or circus ef- 
fect. These may be attatched to a 
wooden pole at the top of the win- 
dow by means of wooden rings. 

Small windows strung in a line 
across the room, such.as you might 
have in an attic or basement room 
can be treated nicely -with several 
sacks hung to sill length. Use sacks 
of-one color, but have the cornice 
in a contrasting shade. 

Bathroom windows ‘can be inex- 
pensively dressed with feed sacks 
‘since they can be dyed to match

Keep Materials Moving 
In the Dye Bath 

When you’re dyeing materials, 
the important thing to-remember is 
that they be kept moving constant- 
ly to get an even shade of dye as 
well as to prevent any streaking. 

You may use whatever utensil 
is handy, but the larger the better. 
Use a bath or laundry tub, a large 
basin or vessel, a preserving ket- 
tle or large wash boiler. 

Light shades can be tinted with 
tap water, but darker shades re- 
quire simmering temperatures. 
One package of dye is usually 
enough for three yards of material,
